Supreme Court today declared un­ 
constitutional the new state use 
tax on out-of-state purchases on 
grounds it does not apply uniform­ 
ly to all users of personal property. 
The 2 1-2 per cent use tax was 
designed and passed by the 1955 
Legislature to prevent purchasers 
from evading the state sales tax 
by buying out of state. 
However, the high court found 
the use tax unconstitutional be­ 
cause “ it did not apply uniformly 
to all users of personal property.” 
. . , and because “the tax base is 
different than in the sales tax 
act and the use tax act applies 
to building contractors, (exempt 
under the sales tax), but not to 
other like service occupations.” 
The court's unanimous opinion, 
written by Justice Charles H. Da­ 
vis, Rockford, ‘‘suggested, how­ 
ever, that despite the invalidity of 
this act, the constitution did not 
prohibit use tax legislation if it 
complied with constitutional limita 
tions.”

Cost of Living 
At New High 


WASHINGTON <t.P) — The gov- 
eminent reported today that the 
cost of living rose one half of I 
per cent in October to a new record 
high. 
The living cost index has been 
climbing for several months. 
It 
has set a new record in four of 
the last five months. 
The latest rise brought automat­ 
ic cost of living pay increases to 
1,250,000 workers in automobiles, 
aircraft, farm machinery and some 
other industries. Most will get pay 
hikes of 2 cents an hour. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported that its consumer price 
index rose to 117.7 per cent of 
average 1947-49 prices between 
September and October. The new 
level was 2.4 per cent higher than 
a year ago.

Commissioner

Clague said he expected the index 
to rise still further. 
But he said 
it will not be “a panicky kind of 
thing—just firmness.” 
Whether the index levels off aft­ 
er the new year, he said, depends 
to a great extent on the economic 
effects of the Suez situation, which 
could cause higher prices for oil 
tnd perhaps other commodities.

BERLIN 
The Soviets have 
blocked passage of a Western Al­ 
lied train from Berlin to the West 
for the first time since the Berlin 
blockade 
was lifted, 
a British 
spokesman said today. 
The •pokesman said the Soviets 
at the East-West German border 
refused to allow the British mili­ 
tary train to enter West Germany 
and sent it back 110 miles to Ber­ 
lin. 
The train was refused pillage 
because 
of “new documentation 
procedures,'* the spokesman said. 
Earlier, an American spokesman 
said the American military train 
traveling to Berlin from West Ger 
many was held up by the Soviets 
today at the East-West border for 
two hours before it was allowed to 
pass.
